It Should come as no surprise to 
Rutland residents that the mayor* 
budget for the doming foal 
is bigger thin any of its picdeces- 


Not only Is it general knowledge 
ihic price levels have been edging 
upward but* un!e« one has com¬ 
pletely missed the local news in re¬ 
cent weeks, there hw been i con- 
sid treble Increase asked for school 
operations and the aldermen have 
approved higher wage scales for 
most city workers. 

As the mayor has noted, virtually 
every department has fob that ** 
bad to ask for more money for next 
year than U received this* As usual, 
the dhief executive has weighed 
these added requests and hi* final 
budget is considerably smaller than 
k would have been if no cuts bad 
been made. 

Even so, to carry on the city s 
business in ways the people tiave 
repeatedly indicated they warn it 
to be done involve* spending more 
monty. Dte biggest dollar increare 
it -fox the School Department, whose

Lng with children on a hot day is 
most likely to stop *t the motels 
which advertise pools. 

The fuoc=M of iMto h«eh and 
imping artti in Sura Parks has 


led la * growing private business 
of the same typ** providing addition¬ 
al facilities for summing, camping 
and picnklting, all of which are Ln 
growing demand. Under favorable 
weather conditions in midsummer, 
all such recreation areas are likely 
to be busy and the most popular 
ones overcrowded. 

The number of places to swum 
has multiplied so much that it ia 
tome times assumed that all children 
of rhe modern age know how to 
take care of themselves in the wa¬ 
ter. This is not necessarily true. At 
an increasing number of children 
have learned how to swim, die mn 
nority who haven't learned tend to 
avoid the water. As they grow old¬ 
er, they are less likely to learn how 
to swim, perhaps out of reluctance 
to admit to others that they can't. 
Parents are reminded to help their 
children become familiar with the 
water when they are young- With

But this lif a good 
attitude. Everyone thinks this way, 
so why should Rutland be different. 
We would still be in the Middle 
Ages if people thought that way 
then. Rutland ha * to move for¬ 
ward. 

Tha greatest opportunity In history 
Li knocking' at Rutland's door. That 
opportunity is recreation. Rutland, 
and the state in general. Is being, 
and wilt continue to be, exposed to 
people from "down country’. There 
will be men coming into Vermont 
who aren't afraid to think; who 
aren’t afraid of progress; and who 
aren’t afraid of being different. Un¬ 
less we change our way of think¬ 
ing they won't come to our area, 
We Wave to be progressive. And 
by progressive, I don't mean build¬ 
ing another shopping area. What 
good are more stores, If the popu¬ 
lation is static.

Beetle Plague 

Aldermen Vote to Seek Prices of Spray for 750 Elm 
Trees in Rutland; Discuss City Hall's Dirty 
Windows, Municipal Pay Raises, 

By BOR BABCOCK 

The beetles were eliminated, the windows will be washed. and 
requests for pay raises were received in action by the Board of Al* 
ttennen Monday night. 

The aldermen voted, after lengthy debate, to ask for price quo¬ 
tations far a dormant spray of the city's 750 ehn trees, in order to 
eliminate the elm bark beetle. 


A report from Herbert U Erick¬ 
son. acting Commissioner of Pub¬ 
lic Works, and the Public Works 
Committee urged the spray, with 
a second "leto spray” to be ap¬ 
plied later on in the spring. 

Debate centered on who was 
to do the job and on the ques¬ 
tion of an emergency. 

Alderman Howard Douglas 
questioned the emergency of 
the situation; "This is a re- 
occurrjtig problem. Why is there 
an emergency?' 1 

Alderman Daniel Alien answer¬ 
ed that he bad received com¬ 
plaints from Rutland era of beet¬ 
les Invading their houses. He 
also cited the infrequent spray¬ 
ing in the past as a reason for 
the existence of so many in¬ 
fects. 

The aldermen then urged 
Erickson to contact leading 
botanist* fn the state for their 
recommendations on the types 
of sprays to use. 

Douglas amended the motion 
so that Erickson will submit la 
the aldermen his plans for 
spraying the trees by Feb. 1, 
1967, in order to ensure that 
the' action takes pi ace before 
the middle of April in future 
years. 

The board also granted a re¬ 
quest from Mayor Harold J, 
Nichols To appropriate $150 from 
the city's general fund to pay 
for the washing of the many 
windows at City Hall. 

Nichols pointed out that the 
window* haven't, been cleaned 
since 1363, This [wo - man job 
will be handled by a local win¬ 
dow * washing company, the 
mayor added. 

Continuing their house clean- 
up campaign, the aldermen vot¬ 
ed to have the custodian wash 
the Venetian Winds in the 
hoard’s chambers. 

Numerous requests for pay 
Increases also w r ere received by 
the aldermen and forwarded to 
the Finance Committee for fur¬ 
ther study. 

The largest single request 


came from John W. Cioffredi, 
superintendent of [he Recreation 
Department. In a letter to the 
board he asked for a salary 
increase of SSCc lor next year. 
He is currently paid $6 992 a 
year. 

Speaking lor hi* department, 
Cioffredi also requested salary 
raises for his secretaries, full 
payment bv the city tor Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, full pay¬ 
ment of major medical insur¬ 
ance and full payment of t h t 
Pension Plan. 

The Rutland County Vermont 
Municipal Employes listed sim¬ 
ilar request* for the next fiscjD 
year. But, they also added a 
2&-eent increase per hour for 
every member, birthday* off: 
with pay* and additional funds 
for the city dump employes. 
These amount to $19 a week 
more per man. 

Asking for Slfl a week raise* 
in the Public Work* Depart¬ 
ment were Erickson, Donald E. 
Foster* Gardiner F. Rice. Mar¬ 
lin M. Notts, Claude I, Blongy, 
Ralph H, Rice requested an in¬ 
crease of f]&. 

City Clerk Henry P, Battle* 
and City Treasurer W. Joseph 
Simonds asked the board to 
raise the salaries of their per¬ 
sonnel by $10 a week also. 

The firemen also presented 
the aldermen with their re¬ 
quests for next year. These 
fringe benefit* included; a pay 
raise of $10 a week for each 
man; paid holiday* for those 
currently enjoyed by the Public 
Works Department, being retro¬ 
active to July I, 196S; the cKy 
pay hospitalization and pension 
premiums; and longevity pay 
of S$ a week for firemen with 
service of 25 years.

Beetle Plague 


Aldermen Vote to Seek Prices of Spray for 750 Elm 
Trees in Rutland ; Discuss City Hall’s Dirty 
Windows, Municipal Pay Raises* 

By BOB BABCOCK 

The beetles were eliminated, the windows will be washed, and ' 
requests for pay raises were received tn action by the Board of Al¬ 
dermen Monday night, 

iSie aldermen voted, after lenEthy debate, to ask for price quo¬ 
tations for a dormant spray of the city's 730 elm trees, in order lo 
eliminate the elm bark beetle. 


A report from Herbert L. Erick¬ 
son. Acting Commisskmer of Pub¬ 
lic Works, and the Public Works 
Committee urged the spray, with 
a second "lefa spray" to be ap¬ 
plied later on in the spring. 

Debate centered on who wfiS 
to do the job and on the ques¬ 
tion of an emergency, 

Alderman Howard Douglas 
questioned the emergency of 
the situation: "This is a re- 
occurring problem. Why is there 
an emergency?'’ 

Alderrran Dcmie* Allen answer¬ 
ed that he had received com¬ 
plaints from Rut] and ere of beet¬ 
les invading their houses. He 
also cited the infrequent spray¬ 
ing in the past as a reason for 
the existence of so many in¬ 
fects. 

The aldermen then urged 
Erickson to contort leading 
botanists in the state for their 
recommendations on the types 
of sprays to use. 

Douglas amended the motion 
jk> that Erickson will submit to 
the aldermen his plans for 
spraying the trees by Feb- 1, 
]pfi? s in order to ensure that 
the- action takes place before 
the middle of April in future 
years. 

The board also granted a re¬ 
quest from Mayor Harold J. 
Nichols to appropriate $150 from 
the city's general fund to pay 
for the washing of the many 
windows at City Hall 

Nichols painted out that the 
windows haven't been cleaned 
since 1963. This two - man job 
will be handled by a local win¬ 
dow - washing company, the 
mayor added. 

Continuing their house clean¬ 
up campaign, the aldermen vot 
ed to have the custodian wash 
the Venetian blinds lit the 
board's chambers 

Numerous request* for pay 
increases also were received by 
the aldermen and forwarded to 
the Finance Committee for fur 
ther study. 

The largest single request 


Came from John W, Cinffredi, 
superintendent of the Recreation 
Department, In a letter to the 
board he asked for a salary 
increase of $#>o for next year. 
He is currently paid $6,392 a 
year, 

Speaking for his department, 
Cfotfredi also requested salary 
raises for bis secretaries, full 
payment by the city for Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, full pay¬ 
ment of major medical insur- 
anee and full payment of t h e 
Pension Plan. 

The Rutland County Vermont 
Municipal Employes listed sim¬ 
ilar requests for the next fisyj, 
year. But, they also added a 
25 cent increase per hour for 
every member, birthdays off 
with pay, and additional funds 
for the city dump employes. 
These amount to lib a week 
more per man. 

Asking for $10 a week raises 
in the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment were Erickson, Donald E. 
Foster, Gardiner F, Rice, Mar¬ 
tin M. Nolle, Claude I. Blongy, 
Ralph H. Rice requested an in¬ 
crease of ftl-5. 

City Clerk Henry P. Battles 
and City Treasurer W. Joseph 
Si mends asked the board lo 
raise the salaries of their per¬ 
sonnel by $10 a week also. 

The firemen ats* presented 
tbe aldermen wilh their re¬ 
quests for next year.

He said the area, if accepted, 
would be built over a period of 
time, piece by piece.

Atkins had described the en 
tire area to the Board of Aider 
men as a place ' for all toe pea 
pie of Rutland ," 1 

Several mootos ago, toe alder- 
- men voted to sell the land north 
of Woodstock Avenue for (tout¬ 
ing Jots:. The money would be put 
into a sewer fund. 

The aldermen, howevtr. 
agreed at the School Board's- r*’ 
quest not to sell any Sand until 
April t. The School Board wilt 
use ihe time to try to drum up 
public interest in their project. 

Wednesday, Atkins and John 
Cioffrcdi of the Recreation de¬ 
partment agreed that the pro- 
'posed athletic and recreation 
area could not be a place “for: 
all the people of Rutland' if tot 
I aldermen voted to sell the Land 
on the north side of (he avenue. 

South Side for Teams 

Atkins explained that while 
ghe south side Is mainly tor 
team sports, especially school 
sport*, the north side is lor 
more individual sc Untie#, 
geared to provide something for 
all ages. 

Alderman John ‘Mullen raid 
Wednesday that be thought toe 
board might agree to extend the 
April 1 deadline on the land 
south of Woodstock Avenue. But 
he doubted that ihe board would 
vote to pul off salt of laud to 
the north. 

A clear-cut difference-in the 
general k fun ct Lens of l&nd on 
each sm of toe avenue is evi 
dent in the School Board's pla«. 

The property on the south side 
of Wooflstock Avenue would 
containk fenced in area to con¬ 
trol admission to football games 
and tr%k and field events. 
Within the fence would be a 
concrete grasdsund with a ca 
parity , of 3,000 on to* west side 
of the football field. J 


Says He Has No Illusions of 
Overnight Acceptance and 
Construction of Complex, 


Across the field would be 
partible bleachers seating 1 , 000 . 
The concrete grandstand faces 
a 230 yard straightaway on a 
quarter mile cinder running 
track. Envisioned inside the 
track is a football field. 


Room Far Track Events 

Adequate room would he left 
on all sides of the track to ac¬ 
commodate such track, and field 
hems as Che broad jump, pole 
vault, high jump, and discus. 

The area would be entered 
through a gateway in a bath and 
field hoiise. 

The field house, near the main, 
entrance to the south side of 
the complex, w o u 1 d contain 
complete locker room facilities 
for two teams, a first aid sta¬ 
tion, storage room, and rest 
rooms. 

The bathhouse portion of the 
building would house complete 
shower room accommodations 
and would use a bag system for 
storage of personal items. 
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The bathhouse would also 
serve as the only entrance to 
the swimming pool and wading 
pool planned for toe area. 

Both pools would be surround* 
ed by a common deck to allow 
ample poolside room. 

The main pool would be U Z* 
shaped to allow swimming and 
diving to go on at once. 

Long Home Runs 

Located on the south side o! 
t h e avenue would be a IGS-by- 
300-foot soccer field and a base¬ 
ball field with a bat Ling range 
ol 330 feet, 

The football field's portable 
bleachers would be moved into 
this area for spring and sum¬ 
mer sports. 

A parking lot east of the foob 
ball field would accommodate 
34b cars. A grass area next to 
this lot will be available for ex¬ 
tra spaces. 

The section of the athletic 
complex north of Woodstock Av¬ 
enue would be entered by an en¬ 
trance drive leading to a park- 
log lot for 163 cars. Paved walks 
would lead from the lot lo all 
areas of the northern area. 

On the southwest side of toe 
parking lot, a shelter building 
with rest rooms, a canteen, and 
storage rooms would be located. 

Near the building would he the 
pre-school area with play equip¬ 
ment such as a corral, climbing 
forest, spiral steps, and a teeter. 

An apparatus area would lie 
to the ?iOuto of toe shelter, with 
slides, see-saws, swings, a mer* ■ 
ry-Eo-round, and jungle gym* 

Nearby m an arts and erafti- 
area would stand combauail 
bench-tables.

Following the conclusion of the 
ceremcfiy, Atty, Lawrence's 
body was taken to Evergreen 
Cemetery and entombed, with 
Father Webber officiating M 
the committal service.

Sen, RedfieSd Proctor in ISOS, 
shortly after his admission to 
the Vermont Bar. to 3903, he 
became assistant attorney in the 
post Office Depart men c, assis¬ 
tant attorney in the Department 
of Justice, and a special at¬ 
torney to the Attorney General 
of the United States. 

In J90S he returned to Rutland 
as general aIfomev for the 
Rutland Railroad. He retained 
that position until 1DS0- During 
those years* he also conducted 
his private tov practice and 
intensive business dealings. 

He was elected Rutland Coun¬ 
ty Senator in 1923 and I92S, 
and served for m?ny years as 
a trustee of the University of 
Vermont,

Otter 

Preservation 
Wins Praise

MONTPELIER - A toll aim¬ 
ed a* establishing Otter Creek 
4S » "scenic waterway 
restricted to Hie use of canoes 
and boats powered by small 
motors received slreng support 
during a bearing in the House 
Thursday afternoon. 

A delegation of Rutland Cny 
officials led b group of *cw>us 
persons speaking i Q favor 
ef the House Wit. 

The bill'; supporters greatly 
outnumbered its opponents 
Thursday. 

The bill is aimed at preserving 
the beauty of about 75 rmle* 
of Otter Creek from near its 
source in Dorset to where it 
empties into Lake Chaim plain 
near Vergennes 
The bill »Trtild allow only era It 
powered by musele power nr 
try motors of three horsepower 
or less to use the creek. 
Development would be 
restricted within 3fto feel of the 
stream on each side in rural 
areas and within as little as 
15 feet where it flows through 
towns and cities. , . t 

The bill was introduced Into 
the House last week and sent 
to the House Natural Resources 
Committee for study. 

Rep. Arthur Gibb, IMS, of 
Wey br id ge, tom mittee 
chairman, and a co-sponsor of 
the bill along with Rep. Homer 
Ashland. R-3-L of Rutland, con. 
ducted Thursday's hearing. 

Rutland Alderman Craigue S. 
Perkins ?poke first among the 
delegation from Rutland.

Perkins aaid: "The Otter 
Creek scenie waterway bill 
should help preserve the stream 
for the enjoyment of all the 
people rather than for the 
enrichment of the few." 

Kenneth Webb, the owner *>i 
a children's camp in Plymouth, 
supported the bill as "a great 
boon to the camping movement.' 

Speaking tor the State Cam¬ 
ping Association he said, "We 
need a place where we cap 
get a wav from the clutter of 
► billboards and n«n signs." 

. Dr Homer Dodge of Burl- 
‘ ington, president of the Canoe 
Cnitsers Club of Northern Ver¬ 
mont said he would favor a 
waterway restricted to canoe 
use only. But he said that if 
motor powered bcurls are to be 
allowed, he recommended 
reducing the power limit from 
three to two horse power 
Gerald Pulling of the Rutland 
County office of the Soil 
Conservation Service, said that 
motors fif three horse powct, 
but no more, wouldn't distort 
the stream banks. 

Reinhold W. Thsems, com* 
mission er of the Department of 
Water Resources, said that bis 
department has classified Otter 
Creek as a Class C stream, 
lit explained that Ihe 
classification means that the 
ereetc is suitable tor all fish 
native to the region and for 
boating. 

"Otter Creek is perfectly 
suitable for * canoe trill/' he 
said. 

Among the minority opposing 
passage of the WH were Rep. 
Katherine I. Heitman, R-B8. of 
Shorcham, who argued that 
farmers would be denied the 
use of the land along the stream 
br the 300 foot corridor that 
would be created by the bfH, 

Gibb assured her that 
gurtpntitte* has no intention of 
deprivtos any farmers of the 
use of any land atoog Otter 
Creek. 

John Scott of the stole's Haot 
and Rest Control Division, of 
the Agriculture Department, 
asked that the bill be rewritten 
to allow the creek to be regrad 
ed to promote the drainage of 
flood plains bordering the creek.

a new waterproof membrane of 
asphalt ■ saturated fabrics on 
the boftom. 

, A. thin Layer of concrete, 
foOSSibly three inches (hick, would 
be laid over the membrane, 
Webber said, 

Webber, who Isas worked on 
the problems of the pool in the 
past, personally recommended 
the fabric idea over the old 
method of filling in the cracks 
with patching plaster. 

He said, however, that the* 
fabric would be the most ex- 1 
iJwiaive project. But he said he 
believed that it would be the 
best solution in the tong run, 

Webber said he feels the fill- 
tog df the cracks of the 37-year- 
old pool would only help for 
about a year. 

The Rutland architect was net 
able to offer a cost estimate 
for the proposal at this time. 
Be said more consultation with 
contractors w'ould be needed. 

Webber reported no apparent 
leakage from the main pipe* at 
the pool on North Main Street, 

Leakage testing has recently 
been done at the pod, and it 
seemed to indicate no big 
problems with the pipes.

Soft-spoken Anthony G. (Tony) 
Dolphin, for years a baseball 
umpire in Rutland and northern 
Sew England, and long 
prominent in Rutland sports 
circles, was "4. 

Mr. Dolphin was born in 
Portugal in IJjflS and came to 
the United States when he was 
G, He was a 1900 graduate of 
T^bor Academy in Marion, 
Mass., and attended the 
University of Vermont. 

He retired from the Rutland 
Railway ill 196 1 after 3£ years 
of service. Ho made his home 
at 102 S Main St. 

Mr. Dolphin is survived by 
his ywidow, the former Mary 
Gantmllte; a daughter, Mrs. 
Gwendolyn Allen of Rutland; six 
sons, Anthony L. Dolphin of 
Phoenix, Aril., Llewellyn F.

When his son Ed made his very 
first trip to bat for Mount ISt 
Joseph Academy, Dolphin ca]m- 
ly called him out on strikes. 

Many frustrated ballplayers 
Complained that Dolphin was 
weak on low pilches.
